Hugh J. Ward, managing director of 
the J. C. Williamson Company, Ltd., 
theatrical magnates of the Southern 
Hemisphere, with headquarters at 
Sydney, New South Wales, who has 
been in the United States several 
months, sailed for that city on the 
Sonoma, of the Oceanic S. S. Com- 
pany’s fast fleet, on January 31, from 
San Francisco. 

While Mr. Ward was en route from 
New York to San Francisco to take the 
boat a severe snowstorm descended 
upon the Union Pacific Railway's 
tracks in Wyoming, and the train 
upon which Mr. Ward was a passen- 
ger was delayed twenty-four hours.

CONEY ISLAND 
MAY GET BOARD 
WALK AND NEW 


PARK AFTER ALL 


Subjects Are Discussed at Big 
Oldtime ‘‘Town Meeting”’ 


Would Assess Property Own- 
ers for Cost of Improvements 


Which Is the Only Obstacle in 
Way of Proposed Walk 


New York, Feb. 3.—Coney Island is 
unanimous for a new boardwalk. Be- 
tween three and four hundred prop- 
erty owners of the big amusement re- 
sort met last night at an oldtime 
“Town Meeting’ in Louis Staunch’s 
Pavilion to talk over the proposed im- 
provement and also a proposed big 
new recreation park. The only ob- 
stacle that stands in the way is the 
assessment for the improvement. 

According to the present scheme all 
the owners of property between Surf 
avenue and the ocean will be assessed 
for the cost, which will be approx- 
imately $800,000. The meeting was 
conducted by Louis H. Pounds, Bor- 
ough President of Brooklyn. After 
much discussion it was resolved that 
in order to bring the matter before the 
Board of Aldermén the local board, 
which meets next Monday, should be 
urged to adopt the petition for a 
boardwalk, with a suggestion that the 
city pay a part of the cost. 

Sam H. Gumpertz acted as chair- 
man. President Pounds opened the 
meeting, after which he stated that the 
boardwalk proposition had been re- 
vived after having lain dormant for 
several years. He pointed out that in- 
creased transient facilities were being 
completed and the crowds visiting 
Coney would be greater than ever be- 
fore, and stated his belief that a 
boardwalk would do much to relieve 
the resort of the usual summer con- 
gestion. Almost to a man those who 
were interrogated with regard to 
the proposed plan were in favor of it. 
One property owner objected to the 
local assessment plan. He was 
Charles Heaney, of Heaney & McCot- 
ter, who own a bathing pavilion at the 
foot of West Thirty-fifth street and 
land adjacent. He feared for the per- 
manency of the boardwalk because of 
the elements and foresaw great ex- 
pense in keeping it in repair. All the 
objection to the proposed manner of 
assessment came from the West End. 
Although it was explained by Charles 
R. Ward, chief engineer of the Topo- 
graphical Bureau, who drew the plans 
for the boardwalk,

SPECULATORS ON IN EARNEST 


Charles Dillingham and 


Flo Ziegfeld Fire First 


Gun by Having Box Office Price Printed on 
Back of Tickets—Theodore Liebler, Jr., 
Also Advances Scheme 


New York, Feb. 3.—The war against 
the ticket speculators of New York is 
on in earnest. The opening gun in 
the fight was fired this week by Messrs. 
Ziegfeld & Dillingham, managers of 
the Century Theater and the Century 
Roof, which is now known as the Co- 
coanut Grove. In an attempt to cre- 
ate public opinion against the exorbi- 
tant prices that are now being charged 
by speculators for tickets to current 
attractions, especially the midnight 
shows and musical comedies, which 
are very popular in New York this 
season, Messrs. Ziegfeld & Dillingham 
have had a new batch of tickets 
printed for the theaters which are 
under their control. On the back of 
each ticket is the following: 

“The box-office price for this ticket 
is $2. If it is purchased at a ticket 
agency the premium charged should 
not exceed the rate of fifty cents 
for each chair. Information that 
tickets are sold at a higher price scale 
will be appreciated by Messrs. Zieg- 
feld and Dillingham.” 

An inscription similar to the above 
has been ordered placed on tickets for 
the Midnight Frolic. During the 
present season ticket speculators have 
been making an unprecedented de- 
mand for tickets for the popular mu- 
sical shows and the midnight enter- 
tainments. It is understood that last 
year some of the speculators had an 
agreement not to charge more than 
fifty cents premium, but the agree- 
ment apparently has no application 
to their operations this season, be- 
cause there seems to be no limit to 
the prices they demand for the tickets 
which they manage to get into their 
hands.

The Washington Square Players, 
New York, up to this season a bunch 
of authors, artists and amateur actors, 
are no longer amateurs. They are not 
professionals either, though in some— 
yes, many—respects their work is 
above the standard required upon the 
professional stage. 

Since abandoning the Bandbox and 
moving into the Comedy they have 
waxed fat and prosperous. 

The bursar is no longer a meek, 
timid, ingratiating and placating soul. 
On the contrary he is a cold, challeng- 
ing, truculent person, almost as genial 
and gracious as the fifth vice-president 
of a great national bank, whose whole 
duty it is to shoo off nuts and cranks. 

The experiment has been successful

up. 

Success is sweet, but having once 
been quaffed nothing else will satisfy 
the quaffer.

It pulls like a police 
raid on an assignation house and for 
much the same reason. 

Artistically, however, it is just cheap 
and nasty.

Theaters in New York at a 
Premium — Eight New Plays 
Scheduled for Produc- 
tion This Week

New York, Feb. 8.—With over thirty produc- 
tions now current in the New York theaters, the 
producers are still clamoring for more play- 
houses in which to stage the productions that 
are now on the waiting list for a Broadway 
hearing. The wonderful success of the present 
season is emphasized by a cursory study of the 
plays presented so far this season and length of 
their runs. There are fourteen current produc- 
tions which have passed the one hundredth per- 
formance, two of which bave passed the two 
bundred mark and are well on their way to the 
three hundred mark. Further emphasis is given 
to the great success of the present season when 
it is known that several productions which have 
recently opened are having such success that 
there is no duobt that they will last the season. 

It is estimated that at least twenty-five more 
plays are now cast and in many case already 
rehearsed and waiting for an opening to get a 
hearing in the big city. Many of them are 
marking time by playing towns in the immediate 
vicinity of New York in order to be ready to 
jump on the Broadway boards on a moment's 
notice if the managers are fortunate enough to 
get a theater. The eagerness to get a Broadway 
hearing has caused many managers to accept a 
lease for a theater for a short length of time, 
at the expiration of which they were compelled 
to move in spite of the fact that their plays 
were playing to capacity houses. Mile-a-Minute- 
Kendall was heralded as one of the best of the 
lighter vein productions in New York, but Oliver 
Morosco was compelled to send it on the road 
after doing six weeks of successful business at 
the Lyceum because he was unable to get the 
theater for ionger time. Julia Arthur is leaving 
the Criterion in order to make way for John 
Cort’s Johnny, Get Your Gun, It is not unfre- 
quent that a production will be moved from one 
house to another in order to keep it going in 
New York. 

During the coming week no less than eight 
new plays will be presented to Broadway. On 
Monday Oliver Morosco will open his new theater 
on Forty fifth street, near Broadway, with his 
new musical comedy, Canary Cottage. William 
Gillette will appear in Claire Kummer’s comedy, 
A Successful Calamity, at the Booth Theater, 
and Fil a la Patte, a three-act comedy by George 
Feydeau, will be presented at the Theatre Fran- 
eais (Garrick Theater). 

Two new productions are scheduled for their 
premiere on Tuesday night. Jane Cowl will 
come back to Broadway in Lilac Time, a play 

written by herself and Jane Macfin, and Otto

BILL INTRODUCED 


Imposing Tax on Tickets of Admission 
to Amusements 

New York, Feb. 2.—A bill for the purpose of 
imposing a tax on the sale of tickets of admis- 
sion to all places of amusement or entertain- 
ment open to the general public was introduced 
in the Assembly at Albany Tuesday by Assembly- 
man William 8, Coffey, of Westchester County. 
The tax is fixed at one-fourth of 1 cent on 
tickets costing 25 cents or less; one-half of 1 
cent on tickets costing more than 25 cents and 
less than 50 cents; three-fourth of 1 cent on 
tickets costing more than 50 cents and less than 
75 cents; 1 cent on tickets costing more than 75 
cents and less than $1. On tickets costing over 
$1 there is an additional tax of one-fourth of 
1 cent for each additional 25 cents or fraction. 

The bill, if passed, would work a hardship 
on shows of all kinds, and will therefore be 
fought to the last ditch by the United Protective 
Managers’ Association and Association of the 
Outdoor Showmen of the World. 

Another bill that the Managers’ Association 
has taken up a fight against is the one intro- 
duced in the Assembly at Albany last week by 
Assemblyman Tudor. Tbis measure proposes to 
rule the box-office by making it filegal to in- 
crease the price of tickets for theaters and 
places of amusement in cities of more than 
1,000,000 inhabitants on holidays and other days 
of special occasion. 


JAY DURHAM DEAD 


New York, Feb. 3.—Jay Durham, theatrical and 
newspaper man, died on Tuesday of this week 
at the age of 6 years. Durham was one of 
the first advance agents to represent Maude 
Adams on tour, and served in a similar ca- 
pacity for various Charles Frohman attractions.

We never could understand why 
artists should want to antagonize the mano- 
agers when the latter pay them their salaries.

‘auleville piayer is not only a pleasing thing, 
but a perfectly natural one. The artist has 
something to sell. The only one who can buy 
it is the manager. Why shouldn't they trot 
n double harness and make things easier and 
better for each other instead of continually 
going in opposite directions? 

If vaudeville artists who have spent hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in the last few years 
on agitation bed only taken that money to torm 
the right kind of an organization and make 
things stheeth instead of rovgh they could have 
dene that easily, and still have had enougo 
left to build and support a home for disabled or 
unfortunate artists who are unable to pursue 
their stage work, or who are temporarily up 
against it. It would be a splendid satisfaction 
to vaudevillians if they knew that the vast 
amount of money they had given had been spent 
in a work that would mean help and consola- 
tion for their fellow players, and even a haven 
of refuge for themselves in case they hit the 
rocks. All this could have been accomplished 
with the money spent in trying to upset the 
whole scheme of vaudeville. 

The National Vaudeville Artists is starting 
eff in the right direction, and we believe it to 
be the duty of every vandeville artist to sup- 
pert a policy ef conciliation. which can not 
help but bring the best results for the artist 
in the long run. The Actors’ Fund gets its

gives the demonstrator a better opportunity to 
display the merits of the song. 

The professional copy evil has been the source 
of much discussion among the publishers for a 

' long time and it remained for Jack Glogaw, of 
} the Leo Feist forces, to work out a solution. 
; Mr. Glogaw spent much time in perfecting a 
lead sheet that would take the place of the pro- 
fessional copy and, finally hitting upon an idea, 
' consulted his chief, and it was at once adopted. 
! So great has been the result that nearly three- 
quarters of the large music publishers in New 
York have taken up the idea, and it is expected 
‘ that before many months have passed the pro- 
fessional copy will be a thing of the past. 
{ The writer himself bas waged a strong fight 
j against this growing evil for the past five years, 
\ and solicited the aid of the smaller publishers 
; throughout the country in abolishing the old 
method of teaching singers new songs.

STAND AGAINST POOR 
BOOK CREATING STIR 


Many AgreeWith The Billboard 
That the Average Burlesque 
Book Is Weakest Point, 
But Some Differ 


New York, Feb. 3.—The Billboard's recent 
@eclaration that the average burlesque book is 
worthless, and that in this is found the weakest 
link in the burlesyue chain, has provoked uo eud 
of comment in burlesque circles. While most of 
those who discuss the subject agree with The 
Billboard, there are some producers who claim 
that the type of book now in general use is 
the only sort that can successfully be used in 
burlesque, and that any attempt to revolutionize 
the business by offering books of a higher type 
would be met with dismal failure. 

A reader of The Billboard submits the follow 
ing list of well-known burlesque bits, which he 
‘declares have done duty in burlesque so long 
that they have earned a pension: 

I. The table scene where a fair damsel fleeces 
one of the comedians, after drugging him, then 
trying it on avother who is wise, who doesu’t 
drink with her and who comes oui of his feigneu 
stuper as she is extracting money from his 
pocket. 

2. The scene where the comedian attempts 
to make love by reading instructions from a 
‘book on love making. 

8. Scene where comedian empties a glass ot 
‘beer by sucking the beer through a tube while 
the fellow who is holding it is telling bim a 
funny story. 

4. Comedy bit where the comedians bet each 
other they can pick up greenbacks from stag: 
without saying ‘‘ouch.’’ 

5. Scene in which ice cooler is filled wit! 
whisky pellets, the ice water eventually get 
ting everyone drunk. 

There are a hundred and one other bits 1: 
the same category with these. They have bee: 
railroaded over both burlesque cfi-cuits year 
after year, and yet there are producers whe 
believe that these bits have cornered all th 
faugh possibilities in the world, and that : 
burlesque production without a liberal allow 
ance of them would be the rankest sort of 
failure. 


HERB WEIL INTERVIEWED 


Michigan Theater Manager Gives His 
Opinion of Shows 


Port Huron, Mich., F.b, 4,—‘‘After all the 
book is the thing in burlesque,” said Herb L. 
Weil, manager of the Majestic Theater, at whicn 
playhouse the Columbia Amusement attraetions 
hold forth each week-end. Mr. Weil's interview 
was inspired by present discussion in The Bin- 
board. 

Continuing he said: ‘‘There is such a marked 
degree of sameness about the burlesque shows 
that all breathe of precisely the same atmos- 
phere. The curtain rises, and, lo and behold! 
Before you are eighteen or more dainty cory- 
Phees pirovetting about to some syncopated air, 
A shortened ensemble, and there comes, if you 
Please, the comedians and principals in as 
stereotyped manner as it would be possible to 
have them. 

“Once in a while some show will come whose 
introduction to the audience savors more of the 
musical comedy type, and J will say, to the 
eredit of the Columbia Amusement attractions, 
that a majority of them are so far ahead of 
certain one-night-stand, self-styled mifsical com- 
edies that comparisons are indeed odious, 

“If burlesque producers, however, will give 
more attention to the book, then burlesque will 
make greater strides in the theatrical whirl 
than ever before. The use of obscenity, the 
mere suggestion of smut, or, in fact, auything 
bordering upon the salacious, are not and should 
not be wanted. The sucessful burlesque produc- 
tion of today is not measured by the number 
of suggestive lines which are incorporated by 
the author or comedian. There is an ever-in- 
ereasing revulsion on the part of the public to 
this brand of entertainment. 

“Indeed, the present success which burlesque 
is attaining can be attributed solely to the fact 
that a majority of the shows are so devoid of 
vulgarity that women and children may attend 
them without the semblance of a blush, There 
are, however, a few producing owners who have 


not yet become educated to this fact. They 
are of the old schovl. 

“Give burlesqne better books and it will take 
its rank with the highest class musical coum 
edieg on the road. They are expensive organiza- 
tious, but lack the finencss of other wusical or- 
ganizations only in the fact that the vehicle 
upon which they are constructed is lacking in 
certain detail. This is a minor fault, which 
can easily be repaired by the producers, but not 
until then will burlesyue have come into its 
own,”* 


PAM LAWRENCE ILL 


New York, Feb. 3.—News reached New York 
today of the serious illness of Pam Lawrence. 
soubrette of the Puss Puss Company, and one 
of the prettiest and most popular workers in 
tbat department of buriesque. It is said that 
Miss Lawrence is suffering with blood poison 
ing, which has affected both hands and arms. 
and that it is feared surgical steps may have to 
be taken. 

Miss Lawrence is the daughter of Mile. De 
Leon, well-known as ‘‘the girl in blue."* Word 
reached Mile. De Leon from Montreal, where 
the Puss Puss Company was playing this week. 
From the facts at hand it is understood that 
Miss Lawrence had a troublesome sore come on 
one of her fingers and that she picked it until 
a running sore was produced. which spread into 
blood -poisoning. Pam's condition eventually 
became so serious that she was obliged to give 
up playing her part in the show and to devote 
herself entirely to carrying out the doctor's 
erders. Arrangements are now being made to 
get Miss Lawrence to her mother's home in this 
city. 


AMERICAN DROPS DULUTH 


New York, Feb. 3.—Next week will be the 
fast week that Duluth, Minn., will be a part 
of the American Circuit. The shows have been 
winying there the last three days of the week. 
‘ut the stand is being eliminated because of 
veeatiefactory bnsiness. The shows will now 
enjoy a layoff during these three days or play 
bevkings made at their own initiative. 


TREAT IN STORE 


New York, Feb. 3.—Burlesque performers who 
ire fortunate enongh to be playing in New Yo.k 
Washington’s Birthday week have a treat in 
store for them, for they will be privileged te 
tttend the second annual entertainment and

Exhibitors are fast becoming cognizant of this 
interesting feature as demonstrated at recent 
expositions, and are bending their every effort to 
take advantage of the psychology of education 
by what might be termed personal contact ob- 
ject lessons, 

Too much stress can not be laid on the man- 
ner in which this educational pleasure is offered 
and H. F. MecGarvie's efficient connection in ex- 
ecutive capacities with various expositions of 
magnitude, assisted by an active Advisory Board, 
consisting of a score of most successful business 
men and philanthropists, bespeaks this menu be- 
ing served at the Bronx International Exposition, 
to open In May, In a most delectable, tasty and 
Satisfying manner, incidentally eliminating the 
costly errors ef precedent ilk enterprises,

TWO NEW BILLS IN S. C. 


Columbia, S. C.. Feb. 3.-——-Two bills of im- 
" -y: to the tented show world are pending 
nm the South Carolina Legislature. Kepresenta 
tive Scott, of Anderson County, is the author 
of both measures. 

The first bill amends a present section of the 
code relating to licenses for circuses by add 
ing the words ‘‘carnival company,” and also 
Putting it at the discretion of the County Clerk 
of Court whether the carnival companies will 
pay $100 a day, as required of circuses, or $25 
Ly day. The section. as amended, "would read: 
Any circus, carnival company or other sucn 
traveling show exhibiting under canvas or out- 

for gain shall, before exhibiting in any 
county in this State, obtain a license from the 
clerk of court of such county, and shall pay to 
said clerk for such license $100 for each and 
every day said circus or other show shall be 
exhibited: and said clerk sbali forthwith pay 
over to the county treasurer of said county all 
the moneys by him received on account of said 
license, to be applied to the use of said county: 
provided, that the clerk of court of any county 
in this State may reduce the license for carnival 
companies to $25 per day in lien of $100," 
This bill was considered by the committee on 
police regulations of the House of Representa 
tives and an unfaverable repert made The 
committee on police regulations, to whom was 
referred this bill, respectfully repert that they 
have considered the same and recommend that 
the same do not pass."’ said Representative 
Pegues, in reporting for the committee.

I think 
he was the best known and fn greater demand 
than any other side-show man in the business 
Horry Hamilton and I worked side by side, mak 
ing alternate openings from early morning until 
late at night, on the George Jabour, Habe 
Katool and LaBelle Fatima Oriental shows on 
the old Bowery at Coney Island in 1894. At 
that time Harry was considered the best cooch 
man in America.

MISSISSIPPI LICENSE TAX 


Explained by R. A. Josselyn 


Mobile, Ala., Jan. 26, 1917. 
Editor Billboard Publishing Co., 
Cincinnati, O. 

Dear Sir—Have just read the article pertain- 
ing to C. J. Burckhart’s troubles regarding State 
licenses in the State of Mississippi. While I am 
informed that it is true that he did experience 
some difficulty at Jackson I beg to give you full 
details of the circumstances, and furthermore 
advise that there is no cause for contributions to 
be sent anyone to retain attorneys to adjust this 
matter. 

I have handled thie matter for my company, 
the Rogers Greater Shows, in the following man- 


ner: 

Upon being informed that Mr. Burckhart had 
been taxed an enormous sum by Mr. Robinson, 
Back Tax Collector of the State of Mississippi, I 
immediately went to Jackson and held consulta- 
tion with Mr. Collins, Attorney General, together 
with Mr. Lamar Easterling, Assistant Attorney 
General; also with Robert E. Wilson, State Au- 
ditor. Within twenty-four hours of this con- 
ference I presented my manager with the At- 
torney General's interpretation of Section No. 
3,864, Mississippi Code of 1906, which is now in 
effect. This section places a tax of $10 per week 
upon each show, and my letter states plainly 
that no additional tax shall be made for any 
other free attraction, riding device, or concession 
stand therewith, which are a part and parcel 
of the company proper. 

Owing to the fact that I am a resident of 
the State of Miesissippi and a showman—as near 
as I know how—I have taken more or less trouble 
to go over this matter thoroughly for the benefit 
of my friends.

in mind in those days most 


people led narrow lives. Most of thew lived 
and did within ga few miles from where they 
were born, which kind of life, even in our own 
times, makes people narrow-minded and preju 
diced against all forms of amusement. Travel 
in those days was slow, expensive and full of 
hardships. The offerings of those men who felt 


the call and inspiration to entertain their fellow 
men with amusement exhibitions wer. therefore 
erude and elementary, making no great appeal 
to thir audiences, The public, therefore, didn't 
patronize as they do today. There were no big 
theaters or show grounds, as all of our modern 
facilities were lacking, so showmen were com- 
pelled to earn their livings by their wits, and, 
as they had to take long chances, they often 
found thems. lves stranded. 

It is much easier to be good with a full 
stomach and a big bank roll that when one is 
(in our familiar slang) ‘‘broke’’ among unsympa- 
thetic strangers, So force of circumstances made 
them acquire bad habits, which stuck to them, 
even when they were doing well, with the re- 
sult that they brought themselves into bad 
repute and were looked upon as nuisances and 
enemies of society; in fact, to such an extent 
that discriminatory laws were passed against 
them, and it may be a surprise to our modern 
showmen that some of these laws are still upon 
our statute books today. Take the following for 
example: 

“No person shall exhibit or perform, 
or profit, any puppet show, any wire 
dance, or any other idle show, acts or fats 
which common showmen, mountebanks or jug- 
giers usually practice or perform; and no owner

odds against them that to win success they must 
take longer chances, with more trouble and un 
certainties to contend with. Successful outdoor 


showmen must be men of big heads. Things 
that have helped to legitimatize and standardize 
other branches should be inaugurated in the 


outdoor show world. Once the legitimate, as 
well as the burlesque shows, played only as 
they could get an individual chance to show. 
What chance would the owners of vaudeville 
houses have to get the wonderful shows, or the 
actors to get long contracts, but for the vauce 
ville booking cirenits, all the result ef organiza 
tion? 

This history of the show business is not 
ferred to merely to interest you, but because 
the ‘‘pointers’’ they give us can be turned inte 
dollars and dignity. 

Don’t these things show us that when people 
in any branch of the amusement business start 
to legitimately msoke morey out of their show 
they not only make more, but at once becomé 
respected and looked up to by the whole com- 
munity? And with the money they buy the brains 
to build up and improve their snows, to do 
things in a hetter way and on a larger scale, 
thus interesting the entire public instead of a 
limited class, so it becomes an endiess chain, 
ever growing and growing, and the better the 
shows the more people patronize them, 


re 


Take the movies. The “hichbrows’’ once 
thought these nickel shows were only for the 
common people, but now the whole world goes to 
the movies, 

Most of us live in a rut we are creatures of 
habit. 

It is very difficult, and, perhaps, tmpossibl 
to make the fi llows who will benefit: from ar 
idea willing to go into a new thing Outdoor 


show business has a jot of problems of its own 
and, while the things done in the other branches 
of the business give us valuable suggestions 


they do not entirely fill the bill, therefore we 


ask what can be done with outdoor show bus 
ness to make it far more prosperous and ele 
vate it to a plane equal to any of the other 
branches? 


Suppose the cures are offered. How many will 
be willing siowly to give up your old habits 
of running your bosinesses in the way you nave 
veen acenatomed to do? flow many will be will 
ing to work, and work right, with the other fel 
lows and follow the men who will show the way? 

That’s the secret of the cure in a nutshell. 

The questions therefore arise what to do and 
how to do it. 


You will all get a chance to vote for your 
Officers and directors of the association for the 
ensuing year, and proper provision will have to 
be made to enable members in good standing 
who can not personally attend, to vote by proxy 
or by mail, so that everybody can have a fair 
chance to be represented on nominations and 
votes. 

The organization will have to divide the vari 
ous departments of ontdoor show business or 
allied industries tnto their respective branch = 
and each man will have to belong in the branch 
of his particular business, except that it may be 
found advisable to put all the allied industries 
in one divisen That is one of the numerous 
matters we would like to have your expressie 
of opinien upon, When I say “each man’ 1 
mean each bmsiness firm, If a man owns a bust 
ness individuaily he ean join.

By various divisions I mean that all the circus 
firms will belong in the cireus division, all the 
park owners in the park division, all the fairs tn 
the fair division, all concessions in the conces: 
sion division, all the firms that trade with or 
make money from all outdoor show business tn 
the allied trades’ division, ete. 

Some plans will have to be worked out that a 
part of the duce of each division shall be used 
for the special purpose of working out the 
problems of that division, and a part of the dues 
shall be used for the: general purposes of the 
whole organization. There is no reason why the 


dues paid by a park owner should fight the 
troubles relating only to a carnival owner, and 
vice versa, The funds will have to be divided 
so as to equitably arrange and take into con- 
sideration all those matters, so that each di 
vision will take care of its own burdens, but 
the whole organization will take care of gen- 
eral problems for the improvement, the better. 
ment and the uplifting of the whole business, 
For example, all questions of having proper 
laws and making proper test cases in the courts 
should be matters concerning the whole organi- 
zation, and so the Executive Committee, at its 
meeting in Chicago, will have to lay out the 
work to be done by the whole organization, and 
the work to be done by the various divisions. 
It will be very much on the same order as our 


Government. Each State handles its own tn- 
ternal matters, but the Federal Government 
handles big questions of national offense and 


defense, and other questions of great importance 
or that which affect the whole nation. Bach 
division will choose from among its own mem 


determined 


bers a certain number of representatives, to be 
by the Executive Committee, and 


| these representatives will be the directors of the 


big organization, These directors will pase 
upon all matters of policy and direct the work 
of the organization. They will have charge of 
hiring of the employees, and th:y will be tne 
business directors of the organization, the same 
as the directors of a big bank. The men who 
will serve as such directors will, of course, have 
to give some time to the organization, but the 
thing will have to be arranged so as to try to 
have them give as little time as possible during 
the actual show seasons, 

The Executive Committee in laying ont Its 
plans will probably make an arrangement once a 
year to have a great big convention, which the 
showmen from all over the world will be en- 
couraged to attend, as well as all those doing 
busin: ss with them, and the writer hopes that 
in additen to formulating the plans for this or- 
ganization that a great big trade exposition wil 
be arranged fer, to be held in conjunction with 
this convention every year, at which all things 
used by outdoor showmen will be exhibited, and 
that new ideas for their business will be shown, 
Such an exposition will do very much to promote

reach everyone inten sted, every week, through 
the columns of The Billboard, 

This is a very crude outline of the practical 
plans for an efficient working organization. 

Now we come down to the question of the 
good that an organisation can do. Every day 
new plans and propositions will be put up and 
new fiekis of usefulness will develop, and in 
that way it will demonstrate the countless things 
that it can de, and, se as to set the men think- 
ing, I will only make some suggestions, in the 
same way that we want you to make yours. 

One field of usefulness will be to make every 
man in the business realize that his customers 
must always get their money's worth, We 
realize that it is going to be no easy matter to 
have showmen and those doing business with 
them understand that if they make that the 
firet rule of their business they will all make 
many times as much money as they have ever 
earned In the past. This is a broad statement, 
but if statistics of pald admissions, not only in 


number, but amount, could be gathered to com- | than their 


have | 


people who attend these fairs, who may be will- 
ing to patronize such types of entertainment. 
Surely a great big feature movie, like Civiliza- 
tion or War Brides, or something on that order, 
could be made to pay. Is is not a fact that to 
some extent many of the outdoor shows 
_do not make an appeal to the better 
lelement in the communitfes that have real 
[money te spend? Is it not a fact that 
people have gone from show to show, and bave 
found seventy per cent bally-heo and thirty per 
cent show, and such poor shows that they were 
so diseppointed that they would not take any 
chances patronizing the others and have left in 
disgust ? 

Is it not true that these people have lost their 
interest in all outdoor shows, and can't be made 
to ge near them? Is it not a fact that many, 
| many hundreds ef shows have gone into com- 
munities where the people welcomed them with 
| open arms, where men connected with the show 
| have outwitted the public to euch an extent 
that, after the show left, prohibitive license 
fees have been passed, so that no show could 
afford to go back there and play again? How 
about the hundreds of thousands of people that 
have had such deals from these shows that they 
are eworn, lifelong enemies? How about all the 
members of their families, whom they have 
educated to regard all outdoor showmen with 
contempt and suspicion? Shoukl we object to 
getting as much money out of the public by 
giving them as poor a show a6 the showmen can 
get away with? Most assuredly, we strenuously 
should. Should we odject to wronging the pub- 
lic? We certainly should. 

This may sound like insanity to some show- 
men, but we hope that their number is few. We 
trust that a big organization will be able to carry 
out new ideas so that every outdoor showman will 
| try to figure out not how little he can give the 
public for its money. but how much; that every 
outdoor showman will realize that he must make 
every man, woman and child anxious to patronize 
his show, «o that they must not only have a good 
time but feel satisfied that they have had more 
money's worth. 


| paraphernalia? 


We often bear it said that the rides make the 
money. Of course they do. For a few pennies 
the public get some real excitement and some 
real fun, and they feel satisfied that they have 
their money’s worth. That's why they patronize 
them. 


Any good showman knows that he can safely 
follow a good siww, because be knows that the 
impression made by a good show made friends 
for the business, who will patronize him. 

Is it not pathetic that with these examples 
some short-sighted men do not seem to realize 
that any profits,they get by cunning are the 
kind that kill the hen that lays the goldea 
eggs, and that every time they do business they 
lost friends. 

The movies did not make much money when 
they had poor movies, but what a field was 
opened for the business when they made good 
movies. 


Every outdoor showman must, through the ef- 
forts of an organization, be urged to try the ex- 
periment of giving the public its money's wo 
by inaugurating new ideas and new policies a 
of really fulfilling their mission in life of bring- 
ing real amusement to the people. 

It would take several editions of The Bill- 
board to point out how that is to be done, dut 
these conditions Cin only be improved through 
an organization. That is one reason why all out- 
door showmen have interests in common demand- 
ing one big organization. 

some may accuse me of being visionary, and 
of being radical. 

Has it ever occurred to the men running out- 
door shows, whe deplore a muddy let which 
keeps the public away from the show grounds, 
whether it would be wise to try the experiment 
of laying wooden walks, which could be carried 
on the trains the same as the rest of the show 
Stop te figure how much money 
is lost every year to the showmen of the country 
by people who don't fee! like going around a 
muddy show lot. Many traveling shows, to @ 
large extent, depend upon their concessions te 
carry them. Unfortunately some of these con- 
cessions or privileges, as they are called, leave 
the public sadder and wiser, the authorities de- 
bauched, and the people become permanent ene 
mies of the show. 

We do not know just what the cure may de for 
these conditions, but we do know that everyone 
of these men who now make enemies for the 
business could earn a better living if the whole 
business was systematized and legitimatized, 
For example: Suppose instead of each show 
peddling retail a lot of concessions, as they do 
new, an organization made contracts with na- 
tional advertisers to buy the space now sold to 
the concessions, and if any space is left over, to 
sell it to the local merchants for their exhibita, 
so that instead of being warned to shun the show 
grounds, the people will be glad to go to the 
various exhibits of such an industrial exhibition 
and get free samples of various useful articles, 
or the local merchant will induce them to go out 
to his exhibit, and then the money of these 
people instead of going fo a comparative few, 
who give nothing in return, would go to the 
shows themselves. 

1 have not investigated this subject to ascer- 
tain if this is practical, but, like other sug- 
gestions, it is given to you as food for thought, 
merely as an illustration that if the men in the 
business were organized, and they had a medium 
to which to offer their ideas, their organization 
would seon become a clearing house, through 
which every problem would be solved. 

Outdoor show business must become digger and 
better, and its motto must be “public be 
pleased."’ It is not a matter of sentiment; it is @ 
matter of money. It is a selfish business propo- 
sition. Think it over.

As a “Best Business Bet” and in the 
Honest Belief That It Will Really 
Bring Prosperity Back 


What is the matter with the motion 
picture game? 

Why, when the country is enjoying 
one of the greatest booms it ever 
knew, is this great industry palsied 
and tottering to its fall? 

Why is the outlook shrouded in 
deepest gloom and the future promis- 
ing naught but that conditions will 
keep on going from bad to worse? 

Why? 


Primarily because there are far too 
many little men in the business and 
because little men always lack convic- 
tions and the courage of them.

Aware of his own shortcomings and 
limitations he would, if he dared, hire 
brains (and pay for them, too), but 
he is afraid. 


Business ability as he sees it is 
merely a low and more or less treach- 
erous order of cunning. 


Therefore, to seek the aid, advice 
and ability of a brainier man, to as- 
sign him to a position of authority and 
to trust in his acumen and intelligence 
is to him simply extending an oppor- 
tunity to a scamp, craftier than him- 
self, to over-reach, betray and plunder 
him.

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LOEW, HODKINSON AND MARK 
TESTIFY AT INVESTIGATION 


Statements Indicate Picture Industry Can Not 
Bear Additional Tax—Loew Cites Decrease 
in Earnings—Operating Expense 


of Strand 


Increased 


New York, Feb. 3.—The investigation by the 
special committee appointed by the New York 
Btate Legislature to investigate the entire mu 
tion picture industry and report whether the 
industry was in a position to stand a further 
tax continued this week at the Murray Hill 
Hotel. 

Yesterday Marcus Loew was called by the 
tommittee and proved one of the most impor 
tant witnesses of the week. Mr. Loew said 
that be had no fault to find with the vaudeville 
and motion picture business, that, im fact, he 
likes them. 

“| have no personal complaint to find about 
my business," said Mr. Loew. “It has been 
very, very good to me.”’ 

About motion pictures tn general Mr. Loew 
took a different view. He said that his only 
holdings in the producing branch consisted of a 
small amount of stock in the newly formed 
Comique Film Company, which features Roscoe 
Arbuckle. However, be testified that he was di- 
rectly or indirectly interested in more than 
eighty theaters, all of which were showing mo- 
tion pictures to a greater or lesser extent, and 
six of them were devoted exclusively to films. 

In reply to questions as to the present cost 
of entertainment as compared witb that of a 
few years ago Mr. Loew stated that where he 
used to pay $150 for an entertainment the cost 
had now jumped to $3,000, owing to the educa 
tion of the public along these lines and the 
strenuous competition. He went on to give a 
specific example of his Seventh avenue house, 
which he said earned $100,000 seven years ago 
and last year it earned only $6,000. And this 
was with the same amount of patronage and the 
admission price. 

“The increase of the popularity of the motion 
picture theaters bas hurt the vaudeville theater 
to some extent,"’ continued Mr. Loew, ‘“‘but to 
mo great extent. At the present time the small 
film house is being wiped out of existence and 
the number of failures of exhibitors that are 
failing right along is larger in proportion than 
the failures in any other business. As for the 
producers, they are profiting by hard experience, 
but the industry needs business training and ex- 
perience and these qualities are coming slowly.” 

Senater Hinman, the counsel of the committee, 
then took up the question of the various ills 
which the industry is suffering from, chief 
among them being censorship, special licenses, 
fire and building regulations. In response to 
the Senator's questions Mr. Loew stated that 
as far as ills of that sort go the film trade suf- 
fers no more than any other business, but he 
warmly asserted that censorship is unnecessary. 

“The exhibitor who shows improper films can 
not last,"’ said Mr. Loew emphatically, ‘‘and 
anyone with brains has found that out for him- 
eelf.’’ 

Just before the close of the morning session 
Mitchell H. Mark, head of the Strand Theater 
Corporation, came to the stand. He said that 
&e was owner or part owner in seven film thea- 
ters, four of which were in this State. He up- 
held the statement of the previous witness that 
improper films did not pay and by way of illus- 
trating the competition that exists cited the 
case of Buffalo, where there were but sixteen 
theaters six years ago and at present there are 
ninety-three devoted exclusively to pictures. He 
said that when the Strand Theater opened in 
New York the weekly cost of running it was 
ebout $6,000 and it had risen to @ present cost 
ef $10,000. He estimated that 8&5 per cent of 
the producers of the country are not making any 
money, owing to increased cost, overproduction 
and curtailment of foreign revenues by the war.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—Backers of the 
giotion picture censorship bill in the present 
Congress may as well forget all about it, ac- 
cording to members of the House Committee on 
Education, which committee reported out the 
bill. This committee has had its day in court, 
as far as the present session of Congress is 
concerned, and it will not have another call for 
bills on the calendar. 

The Committee on Fducation had up, when it 
was called, the vocational education measure, 
which passed the House and is now in the hands 
of a Senate committee. 

Frederick W. Dallinger, of Cambridge, Mase., 
a member of the House Committee, when asked 
what the prospects were for getting up the 
motion picture censorship bill at this session, 
replied that there was no hope at all; that the 
bill was dead. Mr. Dallinger was one of the 
committee members who signed a ‘ainority re- 
port, and it was written by him. 

The substitute bill, which, according to re- 
Ports from New York, Chairman Hughes, of the 
Committee on Fducation, was to introduce at 
this session, has failed to materalize. With the 
failure of the censorship measure at this ses 
sion, a new bill will have to be introduced, 
considered in committee, and reported before it 
can again come up, as a new Congress goes in 
after March 4, next. 


MORE CENSORSHIP 


Portland, Ore., Feb. 3.—The City Commission 
this week attempted to pass anotber ordinance 
concerning the ceusorship of motion pictures. 
Theater men declare they had no knowledge 
that a new ordinance was in contemplation, 
and the Oregon Motion Picture Men’s Assocta- 
tion held a meeting to lay plans to combat the 
commission's efforts to put the ordinance over.

The world won't be ignited over The Man 
Who Took a Chance, but it is good, steady 
stock for the operator's daily grind. 

It is a clean comedy, with a bunch of more 
or less overdrawn entanglements that are funny 
in a mild sort of way. The psychological strug- 
gies over the photo which he swipes from his 
chum are, perhaps, the best comedy work in 
the picture, done by Farnum as Monty Gray. 

After ten years in the Orient Monty returns 
to the American shores, dying to meet a real 
girl. He runs into an old pal unexpectedly in 
a hotel corridor, and sees the picture of his 
chum’s girl cousin on the dresser, which he 
manages to annex surreptitiously. Knowing 
that the girl’s mother is title hungry, he puts 
one to his name and journeys forth to meet the 
mother of the girl, who is giving a house party. 
Armed with an introduction, which he has had 
typewritten, with Lord Radleigh inserted in- 
stead of his own plebian cognomen, he makes 
the family’s acquaintance and comes to know 
the girl. 

Hating nobility, she puts him to some vigor- 
ous tests, which result in a lot of identity 
entanglements, finally straightened out by the 
arrival of the nephew, who had written the 
ecard of introduction. 


Young Mrs. Skinner urges her husband to 
ask for a raise, but young Mr. Skinner is a 
backward chap, and he figures it is going too 
strong to demand the increase just at this 
particular time. But Friend Wife is persistent, 
and he goes to the senior partner of the firm 
with the suggestion, tempered from a demand, 
for a more generous weekly stipend. He is 
perfunctorily refused, but refuses to disappoint 
Honey, so he glibly fibs and announces he has 
had $10 annexed to his envelope. In order to 
make good he checks against his own account, 
and little wife proceeds to urge the buying of 
a@ new dress suit and a party gown for herself. 

Social circles take up the goodlooking young 
couple in their happy, suburbanite way, and 
the boss, who sees the butterfly tactics, begins 
to fear that Skinner is developing beyond his 
lowly station behind the cage. 

Skinner, sent to secure a big order from St. 
Paul, takes Honey with him, and they play the 
social game together, proceeding through the 
vulnerable avenue of the customer’s climbing 
wife. The contract is secured and Skinner be- 
comes a firm members. 

It is clean comedy with enough suspense to 
give it dash. A whole thesaurus of adjectives 
couldn’t overrate it as a picture for the people 
who make up the biggest portion of the audi- 
ences of the country. Bryant Washburn might 
be handed a whole basket of orchids, incident- 
ally, for the wealth of psychology he manages 


to put into his particularly sympathetic role.— 
L. H.

It appears, from reports which The Billboard 
has received from sources most reliable. that 
C, O. M. A. was not formed for an idle purpose, 
and that the organization, in addition to some 
excellent services it has accomplished for car- 
owning showmen in the past, is coming to the

greater things. 

The Billboard learned on Saturday of last 
week that the parking charges, which have been 
a thorn in the side of all showmen who own 
cars, will be withdrawn by the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railway and at least two other roads 
in the Southeast. This means that the A. C. L. 
will not charge showmen a cent for parking | 
their cars at any point in the A. C. L. system. 
The new passenger tariff, No. 6903, contains this 
ruling, although it is not yet in the hands of 
the agents. 

It is understood the C. H. & N. and the W. 
& V. lines are the other two to withdraw park- 
ing charges the expense account of the 
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Jurney, Sam W. Gumperts, William Hi. Donald- 
son, Henry Meyerhoff and Charies McDonald 
were absent, but Samuel Gumpertz tovk occa- 
sion to call up the assembly durivg the course of 
the afternoon to make kuuwn that he desired tu 
contribute a check toward the cause, which he 
was prevented from doing during the course of 
work previous to the staging of the entertain- 
ment because of bis absence in Cuba. Mr. Gum- 
pertz made out his check for $45. 

A ticket report was made by Albert E. 
Kiralfy, who did the most faithful type of work 
in connection with his chairmanship of the ticket 
committee. It was approved by the Executive 
Committee with a vote of thanks. 


Next Louis E. Cooke, as treasurer, presented 
his report, which concurred in every detail with 
the thoroughly itemized work of Mr. Kiraify. 

It was found that a surplus of $1,000.04 re- 
mained from the Outdoor Showmen of the 
World's Christmas Dinner and Ball, and its divi- 
sion and distribution was voted upon by the 
assembled body unanimously as follows: 

Two beds to be purcimsed in the American 
Theatrical Hospital in Chicago, to be knuwn as 
a memorial from the Outdoor Showmen of the 
World Christmas Dinner and Bali, 1916, New 
York City, and that a bronze tablet, properly 
inscribed, be placed over the two beds, bearing 
the names of the Executive Committee, and that 
the sum of $400 be sent to Dr. Max Thorek, to- 
gether with an expression of good wishes from 
the entire Executive Committee that staged the 
now historically successful event. The balance 
of $600.04 was voted to the Showmen's League of 
America, and Mr. Cooke, treasurer, forwarded 
the same evening both to John B. Warren and 
to Dr. Max Thorek their checks of $600.04 and 
$400 respectively. 

A resolution was made and unanimously passed 
to the effect that in commemoration and ayppre- 
ciation of the able work, altruistic interest and 
indefatigable sincerity of the committee’s chair- 
man, Frank P, Spellman, in making the Outdoor 
Showmen of the World Christmas Dinner and 
Bail the magnificent success that it was, both 
artistically and financially, that a parchment, 
suitably engrossed, be signed by the members of 
the Executive Committee and framed in a suit- 
able mold and be presented to him forthwith. 
Similar engrossed parchments were voted to 
Albert E. Kiralfy, chairman of the ticket com- 
mittee, and Louis FB, Cooke, treasurer, for their 
devotion and fidelity to the cause. 

A resolution of thanks was also voted by the 
committee to William Judkins Hewitt, Albert 
K. Greenland and John P. Martin for thei- 
establishment of the idea of the banquet and 
ball, which developed into the largest affair ever 
staged for outdoor showmen by outdoor showmen. 

A resolution was passed and carried that every 
member of the Executive Committee, as well 
as William H. Middleton and Arthur J. Randall,

While the Car-Owuing Managers’ Association 
realizes it has won an important victory in this 
instance it is not losing sight of the fact that 
other lines of business are faring far better with 
the railroads than showmen are doing. For all 
shows that furnish their own cars C. O. M. A. 
advocates mileage rates for the showman, 
placing him on an equal footing with other 
lines of endeavor that receive recognition for 
the cars furnished.

At labor meetings the White Rats talk st 
and in Federal Court they talk heavy legal sui 
At the Sherman Hotel they refuse w talk at 
all, and all officials are keeping in bidung. if 
is reperted that ome of the principal agitators 
for the White Rats is om the verge of a uerveus 
breakdown, 
Earlier in the week, seemingly in co-operation 
with the argument Birnes presented at the A. 
F. of L. meeting yesterday, it was circulated 
on good authority that the White Kats do net 
intend to call a strike, but that they are mak- 
ing other plans, which are expected to furnish 
a big surprise in the near future. Probably 
this surprise will come at the crisis, which is 
set for two or three weeks from now, and which 
is being talked of freely in both Ohicago and 
New York. -« 
The suite of offices supposed to bave been 
rented in Chicago as the White Kats’ hea¢- 
quarters, on Madison street, hae not been taken 
over. ‘These offices were expected to be ready 


;}for the White Rats by February 1, and all 


members of the association were informed along 
this line. 

It can hardly be expected that the White Rats’ 
Union will die as gracefully as the proverbial 
swan, for slow poison administered from the “‘in- 
side’’ does not work that way. 


New York, Feb. 5.—Members of the White 
Rats Actors’ Unien were told last week in 
New York that ‘‘Tbhree weess will tell the 
tale.” ; 

In other words the crisis in White Rats’ sore- 
ly dilapidated affairs is at hand, and in three 
weeks the members will know the worst. which 
may powsibly be best for them in the end. 

A mirror could not better retlect this feeling 
among White Rats than their supposedly official 
organ, The Player, which, as yet, bas net grad- 
uated from the handDill class aer departed 
from its sensational means of juggling facts. 
The Player, echoing the sentiments eof leaders 
of the White Rats, intimates that the order has 
given up all hopes of effecting a settlement with 
the Managers. The latter will not lisien to any 
proposition the White Rats have to offer. and 
weil-laid bluffs te scare the men who pay the 
vaudeville artists their salaries are having no 
effect on the situation whatever. unless it be to 
decrease the strength of the White Kats Actors’ 
Union. 

Believing that the fight between managers and 


| the White Rats is now simmering dewn to a 


nothingness, tnto which the sinking organiza 
tion will eventually pass out of sgt, The 
Player seeks to awaken interest and create a 
ripple of humor by flinging the gauutiet at the 
Vaudeville Managers’ Assoctation, exclauming: 
“We no longer recognize the Vaudeville Man 
agers’ Association, and refuse tv do bus.negp 
with them.’’ This would have been timely some 
months ago had not the managers got therp 
first and severed all relations with the White 
Rats. The very statement infers that the White 
Rats’ spokesmen wish the members of 
union to strike out for themselves and get work 
anywhere and whenever they can. They wish 
them to book independently, no doubt, which 
seems to be the only course open to them under 
the circumstances. It is just a new way of says 
ing it, that’s all. Loyal members of the White 
Rats admit they can find little or no work. and 
then only when they treat with the manager ag 
an individual. This does not seesn the proper 
condition for artists with good acts to offer te 
be laboring under, but stubbernness and militaat 
methods are responsible for many things which 
could, and should, be otherwise. 

en a representative of The Billboard 
ealled upon Mrs. Joseph Eckels in regard to ap 
item The Player published in regard to Jog 
Eckels’ agency, another instance of 
sistency on the part of the White Rats’ news 
paper was brought to light. Jobn MeceCarrog, 
representing Eckels, demanded the authorities 
responsible for the publication to make aa 
apology and retraction publicly, and that a 
of both be sent te all laber unions in Grea 
New York. It is claimed a gross injustice was 
done the Eckels agency, and interesting devel 
opments are certain if the matter is not 
justed to the entire satisfaction of the injure@ 
parties. Those responsible for the article arp 
said to have promised to carry out Mr. McCap 
ron’s wishes in the matter. In faet, fhe article 
in question is a boomerang in the hands of thp 
White Rats, although few of the members real 
ize it as yet. 

It is hard to believe that The Player or the 
White Rats expect to thrive on such articles 
published in their intended interest. Ht ip 
sensationalism, pure and simple. and fools @ 
very small percentage of the prefession. much 
less those members who bave learned, throagh 
experience, that little credence can be placed ta 
statements which are nothing more than straws 
for drowning men. 

Admitting that the crisis is at hand, admit- 
ting that the managers and White Rats enter 
tain no hopes of coming to an agreement ae } 
as the militant methods of «elf-seekers are e 
ercised in White Kats’ circles, and with ad 
mittances on all sides that no strike will tb 
called and that none CAN be called. it is agaig 
highly inconsistent that under a heading of The
